Philadelphia Schools 
Report Gain in Pupils 


PHILADELPHIA (WNS) — A 
ten percent increase in the enroll- 
ment of Jewish schools in this 
city over the previous year’s en- 
rollment was indicated this week 
when it was announced that some 
18,000 boys and girls attended a 
variety of Jewish schools in Phil- 
adelphia last year. 

The number of Jewish children 
who were enrolled in congrega- 
tional schools—Conservative, Re- 
form and Orthodox—was 13,466. 
Non - congregational community- 
supported schools educated 3,130 
other children, unaffiliated schools 
had an enrollment of 1,102, while 
pre-school children receiving edu- 
cation in Jewish institutions num- 
bered about 250. 

(From Washington, D.C., it was 
reported that, with the enrollment 
for the new school year almost 
completed, some 7,000 children 
are enrolled in Jewish schools in 
Greater Washington, an increase 
from the 6,560 children in school 
at the close of last year. Chicago 
reported an enrollment of more 
than 22,500 children in various 
types of Jewish schools.

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A Picture Is Worth 1,000 Words 
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The old saw about a picture being worth 1,000 words seems to have made its impression on 
the creators of a new method of teaching Hebrew. Utilizing the above drawings of “little stick- 
men” in action, the developers of the new method claim it may revolutionize the use and teaching 
of Hebrew in the United States. 


New Hebrew Teaching Method 
May Contribute to Its Survival

[' American Jews throughout the country were soon heard conversing in fluent Hebrew about such 


things as the price of groceries, world series prospects and politics, this might come only as 


a mild shock to a group of Harvard linguists, professor I. A. Richards, David Weinstein and Christ 


ine Gibson. 


The reason for this wild-eyed possibility is a 35 cent pocket book, “Hebrew Through Pictures,” 


written by this Harvard trio and 
ready for book shelves in neigh- 
borhood stores at the end of Sep- 
tember. 


“At last learning Hebrew will 
be more like amusement than 
hard work,” says David Wein- 
stein, 27-year-old teaching fellow 
at Harvard university, instructor 
at Hebrew Teachers college in 
Boston, and joint author of “He- 
brew Through Pictures.” Wein- 
stein claims that this new meth- 
‘od, in addition to being fun for 
the student, helps him develop a 
pride in the Hebrew language be- 
cause almost after the first les- 
son he has begun to speak it.

“ONLY THROUGH speaking 
the language,” says Weinstein,” 
can one feel that he has master- 
ed it and made jt part of himself. 





This sense of pride will then spur 
students on to read what has 


been written in the Hebrew lang- 
uage and to write that language.” 


‘Hebrew Through Pictures” is 
the end product of over ten years 
of thinking, writing, and experi- 
menting. As early as 1945, Pro- 
fessor Richards became interest- 
ed in teaching a foreign language 
through pictures without trans- 
lating a single word into the stu- 
dent’s native tongue. Developed 
first for the teaching of English, 
French and Spanish, this method 
was applied to the Hebrew lanz- 
uage in 1951 at the suggestion of 
Weinstein. 


First tried out at Camp Yav- 
neh, a Hebrew speaking camp in 
New England, the results of the 
picture method far exceeded all

A World of Illusion 


Arthur Schnitzler 


(1862-1931) 
ORN in Vienna, Schnitzler was the son of a famous Vi- 


ennese throat specialist. To his father’s office cele- 
brated theatrical figures of the time came for treatment. 
They stimulated young Arthur to the romance and excite- 
ment of the half world of illusion. In the boy of five, there 
was awakened a desire to write plays, and at that tender 
age he wrote his first five-act tragedy. 

As the years passed, his father frowned on a literary 
career and insisted his son follow the medical profession, 
For a time he saw active hospital service and enjoyed an ex: 
tensive practice as a doctor for 30 years. 

But doctoring could not still the urge to write. From 
his pen flowed a stream of witty verses and sketches, and 
Vienna came to know of the satirical artist who so brilliantly 
probed the frailties of human nature. 

A year after his father’s death, Schnitzler discarded the 
scalpel for the pen and began in earnest his career as a 
writer. A member of a respectable upper middle-class 
family and possessed of an extreme sense of moral responsi- 
bility he had never experienced the frivolities of youth and 
love. In his mind there arose a subconscious admiration for 
the gay people who flitted about loving and dying in that 
magic world of spring, color and adventure. His creative 
work became largely an expression of his melancholy yearn- 
ing for such a life. He unmasked his characters of their 
suppressed desires and hidden soul secrets. Schnitzler in- 
deed was the foremost disciple of Freudism in the drama. 

He became internationally famous as a delicate crafts- 
man who portrayed twilight moods and the strangeness and 
loneliness of the life of men and women. He shrank before 
the specter of old age and feared loneliness, yet most of his 
life he lived in semi-seclusion. On Oct. 21, 1931, in the midst 
of writing his play “The Call of Life,” he suffered a fatal 


heart attack. 


Schnitzler has taken his rank among the masters of 


literature. 


Of him it has been truly said, “Wilde fortified 


with Ibsen—Vienna crossed with Paris.”

“The picture method,” Wein- 
stein explains, “is a very simple 
one designed to keep the student 
interested throughout the lesson 
and to help him think in Hebrew 
as much as possible.” 

No English is used at all in the 
classroom. The student enters the 
class and is greeted in Hebrew. 
He is then shown a sound film 
strip. Each strip contains a He- 
brew word or phrase and a stick 


figure picture which explains 
what the Hebrew means. The stu- 
dent hears the sound of the 


words and repeats them. A silent 
film strip is then presented and 
this time the teacher makes the 
sounds. 

* * * 

LATER THE STUDENTS are 
tested, having had the opportu- 
nity to act out the meaning of 
the given Hebrew words. By us- 
ing the phrases over and over 
again, always connecting them 
with a definite picture and then 
using them in a real life situa- 
tion the students can begin to 
speak Hebrew naturally. 

Though this method is compar- 
ably new it has already caused 
a stir among Jewish educators. 
High schools, _teacher-training 
Centers, Hebrew schools, and Jew- 
ish organizations have demonstra- 
ted interest in “Hebrew Through 
Pictures.” 

“Jewish educators have, up to 


this point, done everything in 
their power to promote the learn- 
ing of Hebrew, but somehow they 
have failed to succeed on a large 
scale and have come to recognize 
this more and more, says Wein- 
stein. “We hope that our method 
will contribute to the survival of 


the Hebrew language in this 
country and consequently the 
survival of a _ positive Jewish

OU may remember the stir last year over that news release in the N. Y. Times about “The Ten 
Commandments.” Story announced that Cecil B. DeMille planned to treat Moses, its hero, as a 
sort of Egyptian Casanova.

ISRAEL'S TOUGH CUSTOMS RULES 
SEEM UNFORTUNATE BUT NEEDED 


By CARL ALPERT 
AIFA—Israel’s customs regulations, and the administrative en- 
forcement of those laws at the gates of the country, have im- 
proved immeasurably in the last few years. Most tourists will 
attest that they were submitted to considerably less inconvenience 
in Israel than at most other European coun- 
tries which they may have visited. 

This is all to the good, but there is still 
one aspect of customs rules which continues 
to give rise to misunderstanding. ‘That is the 
application of customs duties to gifts sent to 
Israelis from abroad. The law is simple and 
direct. The fact that an article is a bona fide 
gift, from a private person or non-commercial 
body overseas to a private person or non-com- 
mercial body in Israel, does not exempt it 
from the customs fees which may be due. The 
results, however, are sometimes ridiculous, 
sometimes tragic. 

I once witnessed a barefooted girl of about 15, resident of a 
maabara, who stood in line in front of me to receive a gift package 
from abroad. She had received notification to come to the customs 
window to call for the parcel. She submitted the notice to the clerk, 
but was shocked to learn that she would have to pay duty. I don’t 
recall the amount, but to her it was a staggering sum. She did not 


have the money, and left the window with tears in her eyes.

In Practice 


ROM the several accounts we’ve read 

of the speech by Phil Klutznick, be- 
fore a fund-raising meeting for the Joint 
Defense Appeal, we’re trying to unravel 
exactly what the views of the national 
president of the B’nai B’rith are on civic 
defense work by the Jewish community 
of the United States. 

At one point, according to one ac- 
count in ‘‘America’s Leading English- 
Jewish Weekly,” Klutznick ‘‘warned 
that there were unmistakable signs on 
the horizon indicating that the need for 
a ‘fighting organization’ capable of de- 
fending Jews against false and malicious 
charges was ‘as great today as in any 
modern time’.”’ 

This means clearly two things. 

One is that Mr. Klutznick is seriously 
concerned with the possibility of the 
eruption of new waves of anti-Semitism 
in the U. S. in the foreseeable future. 

The other is that only the ADL is 
such a “fighting organization” which 
might defend the U. S. Jewish commu- 
nity against this anti-Semitism. 

Mr. Klutznick may be right on both 
counts. 

But if his forecast is accurate, then 
it seems to The Post that it is all the 
more imperative that we consolidate all 
the forces of the Jewish community 
fighting anti-Semitism, and protect the 
Jewish community under unified direc- 
tions, such as is the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council. 

At another point in his speech, ac- 
cording to the same publication, Mr. 
Klutznick took issues with some mem- 
bers of the American Jewish Committee

broaden the base of democracy.” 

This is not a fair summation of the 
view of those who feel that widening the 
benefits of democracy is the intelligent 
way to proceed to uproot prejudice and 
discrimination. If there are some who 
would resort to this method “only” as 
Mr. Klutznick asserts, then they must be 
few indeed. 

Most of the thinking U. S. Jewish 
community today feels that anti-defama- 
tion work is essential and will be so for 
a long time to come. But to make anti- 
defamation work the be-all and the end- 
all of work in the Jewish community is 
to commit a serious disservice for the 
Jewish group. 

It is the reaction to the time when 
such a disproportionate share of work 
and funds in the Jewish community were 
allocated to fighting anti-Semitism, that 
was a basic cause of the present revolu- 
tion in the Jewish community. 


The Jewish community today holds 
that anti-defamation work is important, 
but so is Jewish education, and so is the 
spreading of the benefits of democracy, 
and all the other areas of work in the 
Jewish community. 


We submit that this is the correct 
view of the matter, and we believe that 
had Mr. Klutznick not been addressing 
a fund-raising dinner, which gives him 
and others engaged in this very difficult 
task certain privileges, he would have 
chosen his words more carefully. For 
in practice, the B’nai B’rith is today as 
mutch committed to the approach of wid- 
ening the benefits of democracy as is any 
other Jewish organization, 


A Diftfieult Dilemma 


T MAY be all right for Rabbi David B. 

Hollander to reiterate the Orthodox 
view (JP, Sept. 24, ’54) that those wor- 
shippers who live so far from a syna- 
gogue that their only choice is to ride to 
services, should worship at home. But 
what about the rabbi in the smaller com- 
munities throughout the U. S. where 
large segments of the congregation live 
miles away from the house of worship. 

These Orthodox rabbis are faced 
with an almost impossible dilemma, and 
it is very unlikely that they will insist 
that their members who have been riding 
to services now for years, should pray 
at home. 

There is another consideration. 

Formerly almost all Jews were so 
well versed in Judaism that they would 
have little difficulty reciting the proper 
High Holiday prayers at home. 

Today, many members of Orthodox 
synagogues are in the same class as 
members of Conservative and Reform 


congregations; they do not know the 
proper prayers, even if they had the in- 
clination to recite them in the isolation 
of their homes. 

The problem of getting to syna- 
gogues was non-existent in Palestine of 
old, and throughout the ages as long as 
Jews lived in close proximity to the 
synagogue. 

Today that situation no longer exists, 
and hence the problem. 

What will happen in most cases will 
be that the Orthodox rabbi will overlook 
the breach of Jewish law, as he has been 
doing for all the other precepts which, 
in so many cases, his members have been 
ignoring. 

This is far from a healthy situation, 
but is one which will continue to exist 
until some provision is made by the Or- 
thodox for making it possible for its ad- 
herents to obey its precepts while living 
in the atomic age.

Indianapolis Educator

Your Editor’s Chair, (JP. Sept. 
10, 54), seemingly defaming the 
professional competence or integ- 
rity of a Jewish educator in our 
community by inference or anal- 
ogy with another community, is 
based on a false foundation when 
you say, to quote you, “... the 
Louisville and Indianapolis Jew- 
ish communities ... have about 
the same population. Therefore 
the problems of Jewish education 
would be more or less similar.” 

Anyone in Jewish communal 
service will aver that two com- 
munities having similar popula- 
tions do not necessarily have sim- 
ilar problems in Jewish educa- 
tion. The only similarity is that 


they both have problems—all 
communities do. Some try to 
solve them in one way and some 
in another, such attempts being 
based on many factors of simi- 
larity or dissimilarity. Each com- 
munity may thus evolve its own 
pattern and approach, within 
such scope the educator func- 
tions. 

When you single out two com- 
munities, each one of which may 
have had its own peculiar prob- 
lems requiring different organi- 
zational set-ups, and then chas- 
tise directly or by inference one 
Jewish educator because his area 
of endeavors does not exert or as- 
sert itself in the same direction 
as the other, it would seem that 
the very foundation of such criti- 
cism is questionable. 

We, in the Jewish educational 
field, who are aware of the prob- 
lems with which Intrater has to 
grope, are fully appreciative of 
the integrity of his professional 
competence in dealing with the 
educational problems within the 
framework of the set-up as it 
exists in Indianapolis. While you 
may have the absolute right to 
disagree with the pattern and 
shape of any existing Jewish edu- 
cational set-up in any community, 
it certainly is unfair to hold up 
to questionable light any profes- 


sional in the Jewish field when 
it is based on an unfair compari- 
son. It is hardly fair, then, to 
impugn the professional integ:- 
rity or competency of a Jewish 
educator whose ability is beyond 
question in our profession—an 


impression one can readily gather 
from your comments.

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“The Road to Mecca’ Repeats What Often Has Been Said Before 


Like Sheean, Weiss turned pro-Arab. His book .g«bespeaks a kind of perverse allegiance to his own

THE ROAD TO MECCA, by Muhammed Asad. Simon 
and Schuster. $5. 

HE figure of a converted Jew always arouses 

curiosity; a Jew converted to the Moslem faith 
is indeed an odd thing, and upon this the publishers 
of Asad’s volume have staked their advertising cam- 
paign. The somber, broody face r 
of this god-seeker peers out from 
the frame of the Arab head-dress. 
What depths, the potential read- 
er imagines, have not’ been 
plumbed by those all-seeing eyes, 
purified by the vistas of the des- 
ert? 

Turns out that Asad, once 
Weiss, has nothing to sell after 
all except the same old postcards 
of white-cloaked riders streaking 
across the sands on their desert 
steeds. When you get right into the heart of the book, 
this is what thrills him. 

SINCE THE VOLUME is an introspective auto- 
biography, one is obliged to examine the author’s 
personal constellation. A bright lad, son of a lawyer, 
grandson of a rabbi, he revolted early against fam- 
ily plans, and ran off from Lvov to Vienna and Ber- 
lin. He hung around the literary cafes, hungered, fi- 
nally got started as a journalist by interviewing Ma- 
dame Gorki who was travelling under an assumed 
name. 

Pretty soon he went to Jerusalem to visit his 
uncle, who was head of a mental hospital. This was 
in 1922, in the period when a few other bright young 
journalists, including Arthur Koestler and Vincent 
Sheean, were taking a look at Palestine. All three 
seem to have been sent askew, in those days.

hands out the standard anti-Zionist arguments. Weiss 
spent a few years wandering around Arab countries, 
peeking into the Koran, and becoming fascinated by 
the relaxed ways of the aristocratic Arabs. He was 
then a star correspondent for the Frankfurter Zei- 
tung. 

ON A RETURN VISIT to Berlin he married a 
woman 15 years older than himself. One day, looking 
at al] the unhappy faces in the subway, they became 
converted to Islam, because when they went home 
they found their Koran open at a text that seemed 
to predict this age of unhappiness. They set out to 
Mecca. There, Asad’s wife died. He brooded a good 
deal, but eventually married an Arab woman, and 
adopted Arab culture. 

He loves the long voyages.with only a male com- 
panion, like Zaid, he loves the warmth of the camp- 
fire, the horse talk and camel talk, etc., etc. 

. The book recounts the usual adventures. A few 
days lost in the sands, with a miraculous last-minute 
rescue. Some spying missions undertaken for Ibn 
Saud—who eventually disappointed him by failing 
to rise above selfish ambitions to lead an Arab re- 
naissance. Some cloak and dagger operations for oth- 
er Arab potentates.

AS FOR THE MOSLEM faith—like many con- 
verts to Christianity, Asad is a convert to the “true 
and original” faith rather than to the religion as or- 
ganized today. The Prophet, he tells us, believed in 
social equality, even the equality of women, he be- 
lieved in the spirt of enquiry, and all sorts of ideals. 
If the religion is used to enforce opposite practices, 
that is regrettable. 

Asad is a straight romantic, and a mixed-up indi- 
vidual. Actually, one has a feeling that his behavior 


folk, for he elaborates on the idea that living the 
Arab way, today, is really as close as one can get to 
the ways of Father Abraham. But his book is a dan- 
gerous piece of propaganda, wrapped up in all the 
poetics, starlight over the sands, and soul-seeking 
mumbo-jumbo, and is political anti-Semitism.

JUDAISM IN ISLAM, by Abraham Katsch. Bloch, 
$7.50. 

SCHOLARLY work extended from a thesis at 

New York university, this volume offered the 
talmudic and biblical sources for various portions of 
the Koran. Dr. Katsch goes a step further than pre- 
vious authorities, in tracing Mohammed’s use of Jew- 
ish sources. He deduces that Jews lived on good 
terms with their Arab neighbors, who were on the 
way to absorbing the Jewish faith. Because of this 
disposition toward acceptance, Mohammed’s mixture 
of midrash and precept was not slow in taking hold. 

The general similarities between Moslem and Jew: 
ish practice are of course self-evident—such as the 
organization of worship without an ordained clergy. 
Dr. Katsh finds many precepts in the Koran that are 
virtual quotations of Torah, the behests to practice 
charity are among these. 

But in his scholarly way he sometimes seems 
over-zealous to establish parallels. As an example, a 
verse from the Koran refers to God as coming in 
the “shadow of a cloud.” We are then given quota- 
tions from Sa’ad’a Gaon, and Rashi, in which the 
same expression is used. But points are hardly need- 
ed, in the light of the remarkable similarity of many 
regulations about contracts (let there be two wit- 
nesses) about worship itself. 

That Jewish convert to Islam Muhammed Asad, 
ought to be interested.
